REGISTER,....AND VOTE 


All of the local polling places 
in New York City will be open for 
three days in October for voter 
registration. 


You are eligible to vote if: 
° you are 18 years of age or 
Older on or before November 
607 


you have been or will be a 
resident of New York City for 
30 days on or before November 
6th. 


You must re-register if you 
haven't actually voted in the 
last two elections. 


When you register you will be 
asked to enroll in the political 
party of your choice. Although 
you may register as an "indepen- 
dent" it is necessary to indicate 
party preference to be eligible 
to vote in Primary Elections. 


Polling places will be open for 
registration on Wednesday and 
Thursday, October 3 and 4 from 
3:50 PM to 10:30 PM and all iday 
Saturday, October 13 from 7 AM to 
LO 305PMs For further information

PATIENT’S BILL OF RIGHTS 


On February 6, 1973, the House of 
Delegates of the American Hospital 
Association approved and publicly 
presented A PATIENT'S BILL OF 
RIGHTS. 


The bill recognizes that a per- 
sonal relationship between the 
patient and physician is essential 
for the provision of proper medi- 
cal care. Secondly, that patients 
have the right to be treated with 
dignity and respect by all hospi- 
tal personnel with whom they come 
PnecOncacu. 


A modern hospital can often be a 
confusing, frightening and imper- 
sonal place. We, at Special Sur- 
gery, have tried to conduct all 
our activities with the realiza- 
tion that patients are people 
first, and that personal attention 
and genuine concern are integral 
parts of the healing process. 


To emphasize our agreement with 
the twelve patient rights, on May 
16, 1973, our Medical Board issued 
their endorsement, and on May 17, 
1973, the Board of Managers offi- 
Clalkiyszconcurred:. 


We would, therefore, like to take 
this opportunity to remind you, 
our employees, of the rights of 
all patients, and of our contin- 
uing responsibility to insure 

that every patient is treated 

with the courtesy and respect that 
he deserves. 


I, The patient has the right to 
constderate and respectful care. 


2. The patient has the right to 
obtatn from hts phystcetan com- 
plete current tnformatton con- 
eernitng his dtagnosts, treatment, 
and prognosts in terms the pat- 
tent can be reasonably expected 
to understand. When tt ts not 
medteally advtsable to gtve such 
tnformatton to the pattent, the 
tnformatton should be made avatl- 
able to an approprtate person in 
his behalf. He has the right to 
know by name, the phystectan re- 
sponstble for coordinating hts 
care. 


3. The pattent has the rtght to 
recetve from hts phystetan tnfor- 
matton necessary to gtve tnformed 
eonsent prtor to the start of any 
procedure and/or treatment. Ex- 
cept tn emergenctes, such tnfor- 
matton for tnformed consent, 
should tnelude but not necessar- 
CLYDE LImMttedeto aLlNewepeaiiie 
procedure and/or treatment, the 
medtcally sitgntftcant rtsks tn- 
volved, and the probable duratton 
of tneapacttation. Where medt- 
cally stgntftcant alternatives 
for care or treatment extst, or 
when the pattent requests tnfor- 
matton coneerntng medtcal alter- 
natives, the pattent has the 
right to such tnformatton. The 
pattent also has the right to 
know the name of the person re- 
sponstble for the procedures and/ 
or treatment. 


4, rhe pattent has the right to 
refuse treatment to the extent 
permitted by law, and to be in- 
formed of the medteal conse- 
quences of hts action. 


5. The pattent has the rtght to 
every constderattion of his pri- 
vaey coneerning his own medical 
eare program. Case discusston, 
consultation, examinatton, and 
treatment are confidential and 
should be conducted dtscreetly. 


Those not directly involved in 
hts care must have the permtsstion 
of the pattent to be present. 


6, The patient has the right to 
expect that all communtcattons 
and records pertatning to his 
eare should be treated as conft- 
dential. 


/. The pattent has the right to 
expect that within tts capactty 

a hospital must make reasonable 
response to the request of a 
pattent for services. The hospt- 
tal must provide evaluation, ser- 
vice, and/or referral as tndtca- 
ted by the urgency of the case. 
When medically permtsstible a 
patient may be transferred to an- 
other facility only after he has 
received complete information and 
explanation concerning the needs 
for and alternatives to sucha 
transfer. The tnstitutton to 
whieh the patient ts to be trans- 
ferred must first have accepted 
the pattent for transfer. 


8. The pattent has the rtght to 
obtatn tnformatton as to any re- 
lattonshtp of hts hospital to 
other health care and educattonal 
institutions insofar as hts care 
ts econeerned. The pattent has 
the right to obtatn informatton 
a2eauto tne exvetencesoj.any spran 
fesstonal relattonshtps among 
tndivitduals, by name, who are 
treating htm. 


9. The patient has the right to be 
advised tf the hospttal proposes 
to engage tn or perform human 
experimentatton affecting hts 

care or treatment. The pattent 
has the right to refuse to par- 
ttetpate tn such research pro- 
jects. 


l0 wrhe pattent has the right to 
expect reasonable continutty of 
care. He has the right to know 
tn advance what appointment ttmes 
and physictans are available and 
where. The pattent has the right
